Difficult to Capture Him. 
Scouts Hired to Trail Villa. 


Washington, March 19.— Villa, flee- 
ing with his outlaw followers before 
the advance of the American expedi- 
tionary forces in Mexico, has. reached 
his own country in the Guerrero dis- 
trict, where, high officers of the army 
said tonjght, he may almost indefinite- 
Ty evade capture. If the bandit chief- 
tain makes a stand Washington is sat- 
isfied that the campaign will quickly 
end. But if he leaves his followers he 
can, military authorities agree, reach 
a haven of safety in the near-by moun- 
tains in lees than a day of riding. 
With Bandits Expected. 

The war department is anxiously 
awaiting word that contact has been 
established with the bandits. Although 
it was said at the department that no 
official information as to the where- 
abouts of the outlaws had been re- 
ceived from the border, press dispatches 
passed by the military censor with the 
expeditionary forces, were accepted as 
reliable. Administration officials were 
deeply concerned over the report that 
Villa had raided American - colonies, 
killing the residents. 

In the Guerrero district and in the 
country adjacent to Babricora, Villa is 
at home. For years he operated there 
in defiance of the laws of Mexico and 
its constituted authorities. 

The mountains to the west offer 
countless hiding places and routes of 
escape, If hard pressed, Villa might, 
officials believed, abandon his men, don 
the garb of a peon and flee so far into 
the south that it would be exceeding 
difficult, if mot impossible, to appre- 
hend him. 

To meet just this situation General 
Pershing, it was learned tonight, has 
authority to employ trusted Mexican 
and other scouts who also have lived 
their lives in the mountainous districts. 
These men know the hiding places and 
the fetreats to which: the bandits are 
sure to go if hard pressed; Upon them 
as a final resort will fall the task of 
trailing Villa to earth. Elaborate 
scouting plans are understood to have 
been completed. 

Not te Occupy Mexic Towns, 

The war department, it became 
known tonight, has, at the request of 
the state department, sent explicit in- 
structions to the forces in Mexico not 
to occupy Mexican towns. Such occu- 
pation, it is said; might have the re- 
sult of atirring up resentment among 
the Mexicans. However, General Persh- 
ing’s orders will not prevent him from 
searching a town should he have rea- 


son te believe that Villa or any of his 
followers Were secreted there, Neither 
is he prevented from passing through 
towns in an emergency, although of- 
ficials feel sure that such action would 
be taken only where it was absolutely 
necess Upon no condition, how- 
ever, will American troops enter and 
set up headquarters there. 

Acting Secretary Polk, of the state 
Copertment, today sent to Eliseo Ar- 
redondo, ambassador-designate of the 
de facto government, a reply to a note 
delivered by the latter during a con- 
ference at the state department yes-} 
terday. State department and embas- 
sy officials declined to divulge even 
the nature of the contents of the com- 
munication. 

A reply to the request upon the Car- 
ranza government: for permisison to 
ship supplies to the American troops 
by rail from El Paso is expected some 
time tomorrow. 

All advices to the state department 
today were said to show thats condi- 
tions in various sections of Mexico un-

Mine With Baby to Escape 


El Paso, Texas, March 19.—Mrs, Wal- 
lace Rogers, of Detroit, arrived here 
today with her 15-months-old infant 
and told how, with her baby, she had 
hidden from Mexican bandits for two 
days in the shaft of an abandoned mine 
near Cananea. 

Mrs. Rogers’ husband, who is inter- 
ested in mining property near Cananea, 
was away from home when the little 
colony fled on the approach of the 
bandits. 

Fed to a Mine. 

“The whole country around where I 
was living,” said Mra. Roge “was 
filled with abandoned mines. Most of 
the American mem were away when 
we heard of the bandits’ app 
fled to one of the mines, carrying what-. 
ever food we could snatch up. One + 
the men took my baby and we crawl 
down an abandoned shaft by iadders 
until we reached the 1,;000-foot level. 
Here we remained for twenty-four 
hours. 

“Finally one of the men ventured to 
the surface. He reported everything 
quiet and we returned to our homes. 
We had harly reached there, however, 
when we again heard that the bandits 
were coming. This time we went down 
to the 1,600-foot level, where we re- 
mained another day. We were in a 
little stope about 10 feet square. We 
had no lights and I had only a couple 
of cans of condensed milk to feed my 
We just sat there on the floor 
in the blackness and prayed. At last 
re could stand it no longer. I think 

e would have all gone mad if we had 


sunshine. There was no sign of the 
bandits and we made our way safely 
to Cananea, where we got a train.” 

Ne Respect for United States Fing. 

Mrs. Rogers declared that the bandits 
not only had no respect for the Amer- 
ican flag, but that it actually incited 
them to outrages. The only flag that 
offered protection, she said, was the 
British flag. 

J am bitterly ashamed to admit it,” 
she said, “but whenever trouble start- 
ed we began to hunt for a ‘Union Jack.’ 
It was by no means a bullet proof 
shield, but it was the yours f flag I ever 
saw that the Mexicans paid any deter- 
ence to. There was a young English- 
man who committed suicide where I 
was. The Mexicans thought he was an 
American and they hurriedly dug a 
shallow hole and were going to put 
him away without ceremony when the 
officer in command overheard some- 
one say: I wish we knew where his 
mother is so we could notify her. She 
is somewhere in England, but I do not 
know where.’ The officer stopped the 
burial and asked if the suicide was an 

nglishman. When he learned that he 
was he ordered the body preserved and 
tried for four days te get in touch with 
an English consul.“ tt 7 

Escaped on a otercycle. 

Another refugee, who had traveled 
200 miles through Mexico on a motor- 
cycle in search of safety, reached here 
t v. He was employed on a ranch 
in eastern Chihuahua. 

“There were three of us on the 
ranch,” he said, “when we heard that 
a band of Mexican soldiers were going 
to pay us a Visit. We were told they 
were Carranza followers, but we did 
not stop to inquire their politics or 
anything else about them. I jumped on 
my motorcycle and traveled about 16 
miles in as many minutes. en I got 
lost and wandered over the country 
for hours. Twice I was pursued by 
mounted Mexicans and fired at a couple 
of times, but the bullet went wild. My

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BETHLEHEM PROFITS. 
WMP 260 PER CENT 


Net Carman for 1915 324, 
821,408, as Against $9,- 
649,667 in 1914. 


New York, March 19.—The annual 
report of the Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 
tion for 1915 issued today disclosed and 
net earnings of the corporation and 
its subsidiaries after deducting expendi- 
tures were $24,821,408, compared with 
$9,649,667 in 1914, an increase of nearly 
260 per cent. Orders on hand Decem- 
ber 31, 1915, were $175,432,895 against 
$46,513,189 the previous. year. 

A statement by Charles M. Schwab, 
chairman of the er and E. G. Grace, 
the president, declared that “today there 
exists an actual shortage of steel mak- 
ing capacity in this country.” 

An interesting feature was the state- 
ment that the average number of em- 

loyees of the company in the United 

tates had increased from 15,686 in 
1914 to 22,064 in 1915 and that wages 
paid in 1515 amounted to $21,800,664 
against $14,312,948 the previous year. 


Proposed United States Armor Plate. 


Calling attention to the bill pending 
in congress for the building of a gov- 
ernment armor plant Messrs. Schwab 
and Grace declared that if such a bill 
is passed the value of existing armor 
Plants in this count will be virtually 
destroyed.” The Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
r it was stated, now has more 
than $7,000,000 invested in its plant de- 
voted to this use. ) 

“Recognizing that though the inter- 
ests of your property had been care- 
fully conserved by your officers, on 
a matter of this kind,” said the report, 
„your corporation also has an impor- 
tant obligation to the nation of which 
it is a citizen. Your officers have ap- 
peared before the senate committee on 
naval affairs ‘and urged the defeat of 
the pending measure. As it is frankly 
declared that the sole purpose of the 


‘| proposed enterprise is that the gov- 


ernment may secure its armor at a 
lower price, your officers have submit- 
ted the following proposition to the 
federal government: 

“We will agree to permit any. well- 
known firm of chartered public ac- 
countants to inventory our plant and 
make careful estimates of the cost of 
manufacture; with that data in hand 
we will meet with the secretary of the 
navy and agree to manufacture armor 
at a price which will be entirely satis- 
factory to the secretary of the navy 
as being quite as low as the price at 
which fhe government could possibly 
manufacture armor on its own account, 
after taking into account all proper 
charges. 

Armor Offer to Government. 


“As a concrete working basis for 
such negotiations the Bethlehem Steel 
company has offered to manufacture 
one-third of the armor plate required 
for the contemplated five-year naval 
program (estimated at approximately 
120,000 tons) for a price of $395 per 
ton for side armor, as compared with 
the price of $425 per ton now obtain- 


ng. 

Sit may be added that while all other 
steel prices have greatly increased, the 
foregoing figure at which we now offer 
to make armor for the United States 
is not only a lower price than has been 
paid by the government for more than 
ten years, but it is also a substantial- 
ly lower price than is paid for armor 
by Japan, Austria, Germany, France or 
England. 

“In view of the earnings of the past 
year,” the report continues, “dividend: 
were declared of 7 per cent on the pre- 
ferred stock and 30 per cent on the 
common stock of your corporation, 
payable in quarterly installments dur- 
ing 1916. 

“With the recent extraordinary mar- 
ket for all classes of steel products 
and for ships the various plants of 
your corporation enters the year 1916 
with all departments, with one excep- 
tion, running at full capacity. 

“That exception is the armor plate 
department. Bethlehem Steel company 
has practically completed deliveries to 
the government on all pending armor 
eontracts. Contracts for the current 
year have not been awarded.”

Contracts Are Taken at Rate 
of Million Tons a

New York, March 19.— Steel mills con- 
tinue to book orders for semi and fully 
finished 1 far in excess of ca- 
pacity. ince the first of March, it is 
estimated that contracts have been tak- 
en by all interests at the rate of nearly 
1,000,000 tons per week. The steel] cor- 


pendent companies again placed large 
orders for pig iron. The merchant blast 
furnaces sold nearly 400,000 tons of 
pig iron, making total contracts since 
the first of. March about 800,006 tons, 
nearly half of which was steel-making

The extraordinary activity brought 
further advances in prices of 32 to

Export buying with additional for-

Sales of billets were made 
for export to Italy and 100,000 tons are 
wanted for Australia. Great Britain 
and France are asking for 140,000 tons 
of barbed wire and wire rods. Sales 
of 15,000 tons of Bessemer pig iron 
were-made for shipment to Italy and 
France. 

Structural steel work was active 
throughout the country. The orders 
taken by the fabricating shops called 
for 40,000 tons of steel shapes, of which 
7,500 tons were for the railroads.. Man- 
ufacturing plants continue’ to make 
large purchases of steel for plant ex- 
tensions. 

The railroads ordered 130,000 tons 
of rails, 3,395 cars and 26 locomotives. 
Car builders have inquiries for 36,000 
more cars of which 28,000 are for ex- 
port. Locomotive shops are asked to 
bid on 290 engines and the rail mills 
have inquiries for approximately 100,- 
000 tons of standard sections.
